meeting of the Anti-Slavery Society. 
They have been accustomed to believe 


that slavery was abolished in all 
countries with the exception of 
Liberia. But no less an authority 


than Mr. J. A. Spender tells us that 
the menace of slavery is ever-present 
and that nothing but the constant 
vigilance and the restraining influence 
of British rule in the Soudan prevent 
its revival. 

Only a year and a half ago there 
was a round-up throughout the Sou- 
dan by the British, which resulted in 
the rescue of a number of slaves, the 
capture of some notorious slave- 
traders and a further grip by the au- 
thorities upon the narrowing chan- 
nels through which these had been op- 
erating. But, as Mr. Spender points 
out, such round-ups are very expen- 
sive, and the Soudan treasury is in 
no state to stand any strain just now. 
That in a country as large as Europe 
slavery should have been virtually 
“wiped out in thirty years is a magni- 
ficent tribute to the humanizing and 
civilizing influences of British rule; 
but there still remains all over the 
country a sort of subconscious .ac- 
ceptance of slavery that moy not be 
wholly eliminated for generations. 
Primitive people are always drifting 
across the Soudan, and they all have 
this conception of slavery in their 
traditions and in their blood. 

Even today comparatively few of 
the Soudanese or the Arabs regard 
slavery as a crime or an offence, but 
rather as something the British will 


not condone and which must, there-' 


fore, be concealed or abandoned in 
toto. Virtually up to the end of 1900 
the Soudan had been raided and de- 
vasted: year after year for long gener- 
ations by slave-dealers. The British 
changed that, but if their hands were 
to be lifted from the Soudan tomor- 
row, slavery would be in full swing 
again by the end of the year. It is 
this knowledge that prompts the Brit- 
ish authorities in the Soudan to ad- 
here so. strongly to their present 
policy and to decry interference by 
stay-at-home politicians whose know- 
ledge of the facts is gleaned from 
fanatics or from a Cook's tour.

In 1926 Mr. Turcot was an instruc- 
tor of languages at the provincial 
normal school in Saskatoon, and was 
assistant trade commissioner in Paris 
and Milan before going to Athens. 
He is at present touring the Domin- 
ion to gain first hand information on 
business conditions, and will return 
to Greece in November. 

In an tnterview Mr. Turcot gave 
an outline of the conditions that ex- 
ist in Greece and the opportunity for 
trade with Canada which is present. 
The trade commission office in Athens 
has been opened only for two years. 

“The general crisis has unquestion- 
ably reacted unfavourably on Greek 
economy and brought about a depres- 
sion in commercial and other pur- 
sults,” sald Mr. Turcot. ‘But the de- 
pression can also be traced to a short- 


age of crops and to low prices obtain- 
able for the staples of Greek export 
trade. However, it cannot be said 


that an actual crisis took place in 
Greece during 1930, nor that one is 
taking place this year. 

“Taking into account the fall in 
prices, it is evident that the figures 
relating to the volume of Canadian 
exports to Greece showed a decided 
progress. 

“This progress 
our wheat having 
the Greek market in a _ quantity 
never attained previously. Ship- 
ments of Canadian wheat to Greece 
represented, in 1930, a volume of 9,- 
000,000 bushels, or over one-half of 
Greece's requirements of foreign 
wheat, against 7,000,000 bushels in 
1929. Larger sales are reported this 
year. 

“The other Canadian products sold 
in the Greek market comprised tinned 
mackerel, tinned lobster, tinned sar- 
dines, dried and smoked fish, flour, 
tomato sauce, whisky, agricultural 
implements and machinery, storage 
batteries, wood-pulp for artificial silk, 
wallpaper and jute bags. 

“To complete the picture of Cana- 
dian trade with Greece, I shall add 
that in 1930, our imports amounted 
to $16,000 against $25,000 in 1920, the 
balance of trade being therefore, 
highly favourable in Canada.

Five Year Moratorium On War Debts 
+ Is Proposed 

A five-year world prosperity plan 
was outlined to delegates from 20 
countries attending the world social- 
economic congress at Amsterdam, by 
Dr. Louis L. Lorwin, of the Brook- 
ings Institution, Washington, D.C. 

He told 300 economists, iudustrial- 
ists, labour leaders and government 
officers that a general five-year mora- 
torium on all war debts and repara- 
tions payments was the first neces- 
sary step to give the world a breath- 
ing spell from what he termed its 
most aggravating and dangerous 
post-war problem.

_ Australia 


Black Men Of North Western Section 
Eat Human Flesh 

Cannibalism still is rife among the 
nomadic black men of north-western 
Australia, according to a report on 
the Cuinis and Cullaris tribes just 
issued by the Catholic Anthropolog- 
ical Conference. 

The report is from the Rev. E. Al- 
caldee, missionary among them 
since 1908. 

“They are expert butchers,” he 
says. “The heart goes to the strong- 
est and is the first part of the body 
to be disposed of. Next the shoul- 
ders, arms and trunk are given to the 
men, while the legs go to the women. 
All this is systematically carried out. 
The flesh of the white man is looked 
upon as a dainty morsel. 

“These aboriginals are nomads 
without fixed home. They have neither 
house nor furniture and possess lit- 
tle beyond their spears, boomerangs, 
and battle axes which they always 
have at hand. They wear no clothing 
except when they come to the mis- 
sion. As soon as they get out of sight 
all clothes are cast off. The women 
are the slaves of the men and, when 
necessary, are the beasts of burden. 
|Murder is the greater arbiter of all 
disputes.”

If a non-pool grower desires to pool all or any portion 
of his wheat he will be required to sigu a Pool contract, 
This contract does not compel him to deliver all or any 
part of his wheat on pool basis. Its purpose is to lay 
down regulations under which the wheat is to be pooled,
